FENDER PASSED OVER HER.

If for instance they bought grain 
ere at 75 cents and sold it in Chicago 
at 73 cents they would lose 2 cents a bushel 
on the deal. To make up for this loss it 
became necessary to widen the disparity 
between St. Louis and Caen prices. 

By unloading wheat on the ‘hicago mar- 
ket and withholding it from the St. Louis 
market, it was possible to advance the St. 
Louis market to a higher rate than the 
Chicago market. If wheat bought here at 
75 cents and sold in Chicago at 73 cents goes 
up to 80 cents here and to 75 cents in Chi- 
cago, the St. Louis manipulator loses 2 
cents on the wheat he has sold, but makes 
5 cents.on the wheat he holds; a net gain of 
3 cents. 

There was every evidence of a spread

higher than the Chicago price. Chicago 
markets were around 75 cents all morning, 
while the St. Louis price was hovering 
around SI cents.

In 1888 Mr. D. R. Francis was the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Governor of Mis- 
sour. In 1896 Mr. Lon V. Stephens was 
the candidate. Within the ranks of his 
‘own party there was extremely bitter 

ion to Mr. Stephens, and the bit- 
terest of this opposition came from Mr. 
Francis’ friends in St. Louis. At the 
clubs, im their offices and elsewhere they 
declared that he was unfit for the office, 
that he was the weakest candidate the 
Democrats could have put up and that he 
would be badly beaten, even if Bryan 
carried the State. 

The election has been held, and there 
are enough returns in to make a compar- 
ison possible. 

Im 1888 Mr. Francis was elected, but he 
was a minority Governor. He ran 6,394 
votes short of a majority in the State. 
Mr. Stephens will be a majority Gov- 
ernor, and the Chairman of the State 
Committee estimates that his majority 
will be at least 40,000. Mr. Francis’ plu- 
rality was 13,288. Mr. Stephens’ plurality 
is estimated at 45,000. 

In St. Louis Mr. Francis ran 1,409 votes 
behind Cleveland. Mr. Stephens ran but 
147 votes behind Bryan in St. Louis. 

Mr. Francis was the first minority 
Governor elected on a Democratic ticket 
since. the war. Mr. Stephens probably 
has the largest majority of any candidate 
of either party in the history of the State.

MANY SMALL BOATS HAVE BEEN 
LOST WITH THEIR CREWS. 


MUCH DAMAGE TO PROPERTY. 


Ships That Weathered the Gale Say 
They Saw Numerous Ves- 
sels Capsize. 


SANDUSKY, O., Nov. 6—A storm is 
raging on Lake Erie and has done great 
damage to shipping and fishing. One of 
Zistel Bros.“ sail boats with three men 
aboard, Henry Mayer, Jacob and George 
Vergt, is missing and is believed to have 
been lost. The men have families. Half 
a dozen other fish ponte were upset and 
dismasted. 

Capt. Moore of the tug Monk picked up 
the crew of a capsized fish boat just as the 


occu ts were ready to give up. The tug 
Peerless also rescued the crews of several 
boats. Four lighters, owned by John Stang 
of Lorain, and engaged at the Government 

ers, have been lost. Two are sunk in the 
— and two have gone down the lake.

Damage to shipping and fishing interests 
will foot up many thousands. of dollars.
